T here is a mov ement afoot in the Kingston area to inv estigate 
once more the possib ility of estab lishing 
a day care center for 
the children of working mothers. 
This is not a new idea — it has b een discussed and discussed 
again b y m an y leaders in the community. But perhaps the time 
IS now ripe for such a v enture. 
The people interested in the mov ement today are numb ered 
am ong our leading angencies, club s, organizations and institutions 
I in the county. They prefer to remain an onym ous until such time 
as enough d a t a has b een accum ulated and a definite program es- 
j tab lished. 
Establish Need 
Of prim e im portance for such an undertaking is, of course, 
for these people to determ ine the need for a day care center. 
Memb ers of the tem porary committee av ow there is a need — 
and I a gree w ith them. I t ’s a question tha t was answered many 
I years ago b ut committees at that time were unab le to carry 
out their plans b ecause funds were not av ailab le and interest 
on the part of the com munity was definitely lacking. 
The com m ittee has many more tools av ailab le to them today 
than ev en fiv e years ago. T he industrial picture in the area 
has changed which, in dollars and cents, could mean more finan­ 
cial support for this type of v enture. The Com m unity Chest is 
another are a worth exploring, as com mittee memb ers 
h av e al­ 
ready realized. 
And the fact 
that a se pa rate agency can he 
estab lished, 
is another encouraging factor along the road to 
achiev ement. 
Working Mothers 
The first long, loud wail heard will b e — "why don’t the 
m others stay home and take care of their own children!” 
Let me simply say — it is a 
rare w om an who would leav e the 
care of her children to others in order to take 
a job for the 
she er pleasure of it. A VERY RARE WOMAN! 
Statistics hav e prov en time ar.d time again that couples today 
a t e liv ing on a doub le income sta ndard not b ecause they LIK E 
to b ut b ecause it is a necessity. If a wife is lucky 
enough to (1) 
get a job and (2* enjoy it — she is doub ly b lessed. 
There are many employers who know that married women 
m ake b etter employes yet they hesitate to employ them b ecause 
child care facilities are so negligib le. With the estab lishment of 
such a center, a mother could not only supplement her hu sb an d ’s 
income b ut she would b e assured of com petent care for her child. 
She wouldn’t hav e to w orry ab out how long Aunt S a ra iv v ho 
prob ab ly doesn’t ev en like children* will put up with little junior. 
The fear tha t a day care center would encourage mothers 
to w ork when they really d on’t hav e to. is needless. An approv als 
com m ittee could determine w he the r or not there is 
a genuine 
need for tha t particular m othe r to leav e her child. 
If communities smaller tha n Kingston hav e b een ab le to sup­ 
port such centers. I see no reason why it shouldn’t b e a success­ 
ful v enture here. With the aid of good b usinessmen, women's 
organizations, industry, and the com m unity at large. Kingston 
should b e ab le to hav e one of the b est centers in the state. 
In the time that I hav e b een a resident of the area. I hav e 
seen this particu la r project m a k e attem pts to get off the ground 
b ut without success. Outstanding leaders in the com munity hav e 
b een forced to giv e up in the face of disinterest on the part of 
those who could hav e made it work. 
Is it w orthw hile? — w hat could l>e m ore worthwhile than 
giv ing a child a wholesome, well superv ised area in which to 
stay while his m other is at work. 
I'm sure the re are many people who would he willing to offer 
the assistance of their club s, organizations, and their own ab ilities, 
tor such a project. If you a re one of them — let us know. The 
com mittee t a n use all the support it can get. 
O perated as a priv ate enterprise, a dav care center for the 
K ingston are a could and should b e prov ided.
